How to A dvertise. 
The question of method in advertising 
Is one having infinite range. 
The mat­ 
ter is one of the very first inqKirtance, 
and cannot lie too carefully studied. One 
thing about it that may be set down as 
true is that every man’s advertising, in 
its language and style, should be char- 
acteristic—characteristic of the man, 
characteristic of his stock, characteris­ 
tic of his commercial position. 
For 
every man has his peculiarities of devel­ 
opment. 
When he speaks we know it is 
he, though we may not be looking at 
him, and his advertisement should rep­ 
resent him like his voice. 
He should 
put his experience, his industry, his en­ 
terprise, into his advertising. 
It is as­ 
tonishing to see how merchants who are 
tireless in their industry—at the store 
early and late, close buyers, eager seek­ 
ers after business, quick to embrace op­ 
portunities for enlargement of lines and 
extension of trade—it is surprising to see 
how such business men continue their 
advertising in tho language of the old 
rut, and announce in the same words 
and the Biune typo that did duty for 
them years ago that “B. Franklin (or 
any other man, the name doesn't matter) 
is still to bo found at the old stand, with 
a choice stock of dry goods, notions, 
etc., etc.” (The two etc.'s axe indispen­ 
sable in an “ad” of this kind.) 
There is another and a better way to do: 
If a merchant has any snap, any energy, 
in himself, let him show it in his adver­ 
tising. 
If ho has any bargains in his 
store, let him say so. 
If he has connec­ 
tions which enable him to sell better 
goods, or the same goods at lower prices, 
than anybody else, let him say that; say 
it plainly, strongly and in a way that 
will carry conviction of truthfulness; 
and on the same principle that leads him 
to treat visitors to his store so that they 
will call again, let him write his adver­ 
tisement so that his next advertisement 
will be looked for; if you get a person's 
attention once try to hold it. The whole 
thing is summed upin this: One should 
study advertising as he does every other 
department of his business. 
Advertis­ 
ing is a science, simple, it is true, as to 
its main elements, but requiring more 
thought and system than many of our 
business men have been accustomed to 
give i t

Rock county farm ers, 
especially 
those on prairie lands, are m uch exer­ 
cised about the honey locust and its 
adaptability for hedges. 
A year ago 
several farm ers 
visited Kalamazoo, 
the headquarters of 
the 
M ichigan 
Hedge Company, for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating the m atter, and brought 
back very flattering reports concerning 
th e honey locust hedges w hich they 
inspected. 
These men were very en­ 
thusiastic in favor of adopting the 
hedge. 
T heir agitation has resulted 
in m any farm ers m aking contracts for 
th e hedge, some for forty rods, some 
sixty and one hundred and six ty . until 
it is now claim ed th a t a t least five 
thousands rods have been planted in 
Rock county th is spring. 
Much of 
th is is on th e praire lands in the 
tow ns of Harm ony and La Prairie. Al­ 
derm an Yank irk is now engaged in 
p lanting eighty rods on his farm ju st 
w est of the city, and probably w ill do 
more. 
T he honey locust has long had a 
good reputation for hedges, but it w as 
not u n til th e M ichigan Hedge Com­ 
pany secured certain paten ts on w ire 
stays in connection w ith the locusts, 
th a t 
its service ability 
for fenciug 
w ere fully realized. 
The 
locust 
plants are set out on the fence line 
about six inches apart. 
It requires 
four years grow th to com plete the 
heage and secur0 a fence th a t even a 
bird can not get through it. 
A fter 
settin g the locusts, and as the hedge 
advances in grow th, four w ires are 
strung, w hich are used as stays, the 
locusts being tu rn ed and woven be­ 
tw een th e w ires in such a m anner th a t 
they grew together, finally form ing a 
perfect stay by them selves as w ell as 
a perfect hedge. T his hedge costs one 
dollar a rod, the com pany contracting 
to put out the hedge and take care of 
it for four years, the farm er paying 
tw enty-five cents a rod each for the 
four years, a t w hich tim e the hedge is 
supposed to be perfected. 
It is claim ed th a t in a few years the 
th e tru n k s of the plants, 
originally 
set six inches a part, will have grow n 
together. 
These, by a system of trim ­ 
m ing w ill be from three to four feet 
high, form ing a solid b arrier against 
anything. Branches, filled w ith thorns 
of various lengths, serve as a w arning 
to stock, and the hedge is never mo 
lested. 
It is claim ed th a t afte r th e 
fourth year from planting, w hen the 
•hedge has cost the farm er one dollar a 
rod, it can be kept trim m ed in good 
shape and in repair for one cent a rod 
a year. 
Y ears ago m any farm ers endeavor­ 
ed to grow osage orange hedges, 
but 
failed ow ing to th e severe w inters. 
Should the locust prove a success, 
it 
w ill greatly ornam ent the farm as w ell 
as proving an economic mode of fenc­ 
ing.
